clashes there earlier this year and 
were sentenced by the revolutio- 
nmv court in nearby Dezful Fri- 
day. 

It said one of them was guilty of 
leading attacks on the Andimcshk 
guards corps and taking part in the 
occupation of government offices. 
Another, who had links with the 
d V. admitted planning the 
Xndimevbk clashes, it said. 

Pars said those executed in 
M.ishad included one found guilty 
of being a local chief and inter- 
rogator for SAVAK. Iran’s 
notorious intelligence agency 
under the deposed Shah, and tor- 
turing many revolutionaries, some 
of whom had died under torture. 

Another had committed jrmed 
robbery' and fomented terror and 
intimidation, it said, while the 
other two were found guilty of 
rape and armed robbery. The 
court also sentenced another man 
to five years imprisonment for 
armed robbery. Pars said. 

■A Tehran newspaper today 
published a series of accusations, 
including espionage charges, 
against Mrs. Cynthia Dwyer, an 
American freelance journalist 
arrested here in May. 

But an official in the revolutio- 
nary prosecutor’s office said it had 
not received any formal notifi- 
cation that charges were being 
made against her by the central 
revolutionary committee. 
Tehran's chief public security 
body. A committee official 
declined to comment.

First in the list of accusations 
against Mrs. Dwyer, 49, was "tak- 
ing actions towards spying and 
preparing the ground for the 
renewed U.S. military attack on 
Iran.” 

Revolutionary guards detained 
Mrs. Dwyer, who was accredited 
as a journalist for a publication in 
Buffalo. New York, at the Tehran 
Hilton hotel on May 5. Revolutio- 
nary prosecutor Ali Ghodussi said 
later she was in the city’s Evin 
prison. 





Waldheim endorses call 
for Palestinian statehood 

UNITED NATIONS, July 26 
tR) U.N. Secretary -General 
Dr. Kurt Waldheim culled for 
the establishment of an inde- 
pendent Palestinian stale when 
speaking at a dinner given by 
the Arab League last night, 
other guests said today. 

Mr. .Andrew Young, who res- 
igned last August as U.S. 
ambassador to the U.N. after a 
row over his unauthorised con- 
tact with the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO), 
was among those present. 

One guest said the Arab Lea- 
gue representative at the U.N., 

Mr. Clovis Maksoud, was so 
pleased by Mr. Waldheim’s 
strong pro- Arab position that 
he asked for a transcript of the 
statement and planned to dis- 
tribute this verbatim. 

There was no immediate 
reaction by U.N. officials to the 
account of Mr. Waldheim's 
remarks, said to have included 
a reiteration of his view that the 
PLO must be brought into 
peace negotiations and his 
endorsement of Palestinian 
self-determination. 

Israel strongly rejects both 
propositions. 

The General Assembly, 
which began an emergency ses- 
sion on the Palestinian question 
last Tuesday, is expected to 
adopt a resolution early next 
week calling for total, uncon-

ditional Israeli withdrawal 
from Arab lands, and the cre- 
ation of a separate Palestinian 
slate. 

Diplomatic sources said the 
vote for the resolution, tabled 
last night by some 30 non- 
aligned and communist mem- 
bers, was bound to he over- 
whelming. 

The European Economic 
Community members were 
expected to abstain, despite a 
strong appeal by the United 
States that they join that coun- 
try in opposing the text. 

Israel has already called the 
special session illegal and 
declared that any resolution 
adopted would be invalid. 


Riad Taha funeral in Lebanon 

10 killed as strife disrtip

BEIRUT, July 26 (R) - At least ten 
people were killed today in armed 
clashes as the funeral procession for 
Mr. Riad Taha, assassinated head of 


the Lebanese Press Association, 
wound its way through the historic 
city of Baalbek. Many other* were 
wounded. 


Security xourccs 'urd the clashes 
developed between supporters of 
the Muslim Shi’ite movement 
Amal and pro-Iraqi Baathists. 
They stopped after the inter- 
vention nf Arab pc ace -kee pine 
forces. 

The cortege was heading for 
nearby Hermel. Mr. Taha’s 
hometown, some 145 kilometres 
east of Beirut. 

Mr. Taha. 53, and his driver 
were assassinated by unknown 
gunmen in Beirut Wednesday. 
The killings were widely con- 
demned by both leftisi and rightist 
figures in this deeply divided 
country. 

Thousands of people had 
gathered at the approaches of 
Baalbek to await the arrival of the 
body from Beirut. 

Mourners at the funeral 
included outgoing Premier Salim 
A1 Hons, government, religious 
and trade union representatives 
and delegates from neighbouring 
Arab states.

PLO claims ‘

COPENHAGEN. July 26 
(AP)--The Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO) proclaimed 
“total victory" Friday night us a 
committee of the U.N. women’s 
conference here voted it a prom- 
inent role mid-way through the 
U.N.-proclaimed decade for 
women. 

The committee put into the 
action plan for the second half of 
the decade a provision that assis- 
tance to Palestinian women be 
given in '■consultation and coop- 
eration” with the PLO. 

The vote was a dear setback for 
efforts by the Israeli. U.S. and 
mosr western delegations to 
remove from the action prog- 
ramme all elements preventing 
consensus. 

The PLO observer delegation 
was jubilant. There was no way to 
prevent the plenary session next 
week from adopting an action plan 


that not only gives the PLO a role 
in handling U.N. funds, but also 
refers to Israel as "the occupied 
territories” 

U.S. delegates would not 
immediately commit themselves 
on their stand in the plenary . but it 
was extremely unlikely that they 
would accept that kind of lan- 
guage. 

“We don’t know yet.” one U.S. 
delegate said when asked about 
rhe American strategy for the ple- 
nary session. 

Friday’s vote came after four 
hours of committee debate that at 
one point had to be suspended 
simply because there was too 
much confusion on which of a 
number of rival motions the com- 
mittee w as supposed to be voting 
on.

2 interrogated in hijacking 

KUW AIT. July 26 ( K)— Kuwaiti security forces today interrogated 
two Palestinians who surrendered Iasi night after hijacking -i Kuwait 
Airways Boeing 737 for 24 hours while demanding money. 

The hijackers, armed with pistol-, grenades and explosives, sui- 
rendered unconditionally and released all 54 people -till on huard the 
plane. 

The hijackers had held the pilot at gunpoint and threatened crew 
and pasjsengers with grenades a- lor 24 hour- the plane shuttled 
between airports in the Gulf and Iran. 

The two finally surrendered at Kuwait Airpoit. 

Kuwaiti Interior Minister Sheikh N.nvaf \! S ibah and Defence 
Minister Sheikh Salim \l Sabah immediately -t. tried supervising 
interrogation of the two men. the Kuwait new - agency -aid. 

The agency identified the hijacker- a- Pale-linian- w ilh Jordanian 
passports named Yusuf Moflch and Uthnian Yusuf Abdul Karim. 
Kuwaiti officials said earlier the two -eized the plane t«» demand a 
vast sum of money they claimed was owed them In a Kuwaiti mer- 
chant. 


behalf of Arab, socialist and most 
of the Third World countries. 
Originally the amendment would 
have had all aid to Palestinian 
women channelled through the 
PLO, but India agreed to tone it 
down to the provision for con- 
sultations and cooperation with 
the PLO. 

Still the amendment troubled 
Israel and many western countries 
because it ignored the existence of 
Israel as a state and flatly defined 
the PLO as “the representative of 
the Palestinians people.” 

Denmark made a last-ditch 
effort by moving that the issue be 
transmitted to a new ‘'contact” 
committee with a few rep- 
resentatives from each of the U.N. 
regions. But despite backing from 
New Zealand. Britain, Sweden 
and other countries, the Bulgarian 
committee chairman refused to 
put the Danish motion to a vote. 

The head of rhe U.S. deleg- 
ation. Sarah AVeddineton. 
described the afternoon's defeat 
as "a session out of order.” 

"It’s with u great sense of sad- 
ness that we see this conference 
not focusing on women’s issues, 
but debating instead on issues 
wholly extraneous to it ” she com- 
plained. 

Ms. AVeddington ruled out a 
walkout by the U.S. delegation 
from a plenary vote, however. She 
told the Associated Press. “We 
will continue to look for alternate 
way-" to arrive at a plan of action 
palatable to all delegations. 

But several U.S. delegations 
sources indicated the United 
States would be forced to vote 
against the plan. 


Party rebels discuss 4 dumping 9 Carter 


WASHINGTON. July 26 (R) - Fifty Democratic “rebels" in the 
House of Representatives have discussed seeking a new presidential 
candidate amid the controversy over ties between President Carter's 
brother Billy and the Libyan Jamahiriyah, congressional sources said 
today. 

The congressmen, who have held at least two meetings, talked 
about a possible “open” party convention in New York in August 
and a candidate other than Mr. Carter, the sources said. . 

Vice President Walter Mondale and Secretary of Stattj Edmund 
Muskie were said to be among alternative candidates mentioned at 
the meetings. 

The sources said some trade union leaders, including supporters of 
President Carter’s rival for the nomination. Senator Edward Ken- 
nedy, had reported mounting criticism among their members over 
the Billy Carter affair and its possible effect on the Democrats' 
chances in the November election. 

Billy Carter finally registered as an agent of the Libyan gov- 
ernment on July 14 after revealing he had received $220,000 in loans 
from the Libyan government. The Justice Department then dropped 
an investigation and decided there was no need to prosecute Billy 
Carter for not registering earlier. 

White House spokesman Jody Powell, asked lust nightto assess the 
political damage the Billy Carter affair had caused his brother, said: 
“It is obviously an extremely difficult situation for us.” 

“But we feel confident we will come out right in the end,” Mr. 
Powell said. 


President Carter has so far kept a firm grip on his big batch of 
convention delegates who could ensure his renomination in New 
York as the Democratic presidential candidate. 

But congressional sources said the House '’rebels’’ felt a new man 
was needed to unite the Democrats before the Nov. 4 presidential 
and congressional elections against the Republican party and its 
standard bearer. Mr. Ronald Reagan, who enjoys a big lead over Mr. 
Carter in opinion polls. 

The "rebels” were also said by the sources to be anxious to make 
clear their meetings should not be regarded as a drive to make 
Senator Kennedy the Democratic presidential nominee. 

Senator Birch Bayh. the Indiana Democrat who is chairing a 
special Senate Judiciary subcommittee investigating the Billy Carter 
affair, said his panel would need evidence from President Carter and 
his wife. Rosalynn. 

Mr. Powell has said Mrs. Carter recalled that some time after the 
U.S. hostages were captured in Iran Nov. 4 she asked Billy Carter to 
trv to secure their release. 

On Nov. 27. While House National Securin' Adviser Zbigniew 
Brzczinski. Billy Carter and Libyan diplomat AH Houderi had a 
meeting to discuss the hostage question.

67 U.S. tanks 
to Egypt for 
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W ASH1NGTON, July 26 ( AP) - The U.S. Defence Departing.: ha- 
announced an unexpected sale of an additional 67 advanced M-6t> 
tanks to Egypt. 

In a letter asking for congressional approval of the sale, the Pen- 
tagon said Friday it wants to provide Egypt the additional 67 
M-60-A-3 tanks with sophisticated gun-aiming equipment for ah-.vit 
$104 million instead of 130 M-48- A-5 tanks, which expert* say are 
obsolete. 

The new sale follows by four months an allotment of 244 
M-60-.A-3 tanks to replace the Egyptians’ old Russian-supplied 
armour that is fast becoming unserviceable. That deal cost 5 J 54.l 
million and has been approved by rhe U.S. Congress. 

The first M-60-A-3 tank is due for delivery to Egypt this coming 
December. 

The M-60- A-3 represents a major advance over earlier models c.f 
the M-60 tank because it is equipped with a laser range-finder and 
electronic computer which gives its 105-millimetre cun greatly 
increased "first round hit” accuracy. Also built into the M-60- A -3 
are night sights and other improved technology. 

The Pentagon has also agreed to sell Israel 200 A-oQ-A-3 tanks 
with delivery beginning in June 1981 and continuing for six months. 

The tank deals were negotiated as part of major arms package- f« -r 
both countries promised by the United States to induce Tel Aviv and 
Cairo to complete a peace treaty. 
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No substitutes 

HAVE THE Arabs, in their search for a just and lasting 
settlement to the Middle East conflict, perhaps put too 
much faith in the capacity of outside powers to help to bring 
that search to fruition? 

This question, arising in the light of the current special 
United Nations General Assembly session on Palestine, is 
asked at a time when it was beginning to appear that the 
Arabs had realised, in the wake of the Camp David con- 
spiracy against their national cause, their national interests 
and their very national existence, that the key really lay in 
their own hands, and that only by unifying and tightening 
their own ranks, by examining and using the resources at 
their disposal and by presenting their demands coherently 
before a world the majority of whose peoples are ready to 
rally to the Arab vision of peace and justice, could the 
Arabs and their supporters everywhere actually hope to 
achieve results. 

Some of this Arab impetus appears to have been for- 
gotten. or overshadowed, by a most unfortunate and 
untimely renewal of unsightly and unseemly rifts within the 
Arab Nation. It was also pushed aside in a seeming rush to 
climb aboard yet another gaily bedecked Middle E3st 
peace bandwagon -- this time one driven by the European 
Community partners. 

The Arab disappointment and sense of betrayal at the 
Camp David process, heightened by the belligerency and 
arrogance with which Israel pursued its aggressive designs 
against the Arab Nation while pretending to talk peace 
with Egypt, understandably hastened the Arab search for 
another way. 

Since the Baghdad summit in November 1978, how- 
ever, strong Arab voices, including that of this country, 
have been advising our brothers and supporters that it is 
inadvisable to seek a new formulation for achieving peace 
and justice from any source other than the Arab Nation's 
own reserves of strength and will. 

; It is not, after, all. as though we are seeking something 

! that we should expect, at best, to be reluctantly or be 

• grudgingly granted: we are seeking the restoration of our 

# national soil and our national rights that were stolen from 
us through a world conspiracy culminating in a military 
occupation that continues unimpeded today; we are seek- 
ing only that to which every human being has a right — 
Irving peacefully in his or her own country with freedom 
and dignity. 

There is absolutely no reason, then, why the co- 
ordinated Arab demands, as presented to the General 
Assembly this week, should be subjected to bargaining or 
tailoring or watering down,- as the European powers, in 
their {albeit genuine) desire to help, appear to be suggest- 
ing. 

The Arab ’‘bottom line", as drawn by Jordan in its 
appearance before the Assembly on Thursday, remains 
what it has been: an immediate and unconditional Israeli 
withdrawal from the territories occupied in 1967 and the 
achievement by the Palestinian people of their right to 
self-determination in their national homeland under the 

I leadership of their legitimate representatives, the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation. 

No-one can, or should, settle for less. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 

AL RA’l: Jordan last night brought to the attention of the U.N. 
General .Assembly the following facts: 

—that the current special session on Palestine is a good oppor- 
tunity to solve the problem, and should not be lost due to the 
procrastination of the big power* or to Israel's obduracy; 

-- that the Camp David agreements have failed to achieve a just 
and comprehensive peace; 

- that the United States should abandon its biased attitude 
towards Israel and should not provide the aggressors with unli- 
mited economic, political and military support: 

- that the guidelines laid down for establishing peace should be 
. based on total Israeli withdrawal from Arab territories occupied 

since 1 967, the return of Arab Jerusalem to Arab sovereignty and 
the recognition of Palestinian rights, and 

- that the establishment of a just and comprehensive peace 
should be achieved within the framework of the U.N., its charter 
and resolutions. 

Jordan's stand reflects that of the whole Arab Nation and in 
making his speech before the General Assembly, the foreign 
minister was only calling on the United Nations to play its 
assigned role of peacemaker. 

We do not want the United Nations to issue new resolutions or 
reemphasise previous ones. But it is rime that it took action to 
implement the will of the international community. 

The United Nations, which acted under the slogan “Uniting for 
Peace” during the Korean War, is called upon to act according to 
that slogan again in its dealing with the Palestine problem. The: 
U.N. should not lose this opportunity to make a real peace. 

AL DUSTOUR: The United Nations arid the United States are 
both to a great degree responsible for the Palestine problem and 
the current situation in the Middle East. The first has given Israel 
the chance to pursue its acts of aggression, and the other continues 
to support the Zionists militarily and economically to help them 
carry out their expansionist aims in the Arab region. 

Jordan, while calling the world's attention to the dangerous 
situation created by Israel's evil policies, has also reiterated its 
stand towards the Palestine problem. Foreign Minister Marwan 
Al Qasem last night emphasised before the General Assembly the 
right of the Palestinians to establish a national entity — which is a 
legitimate right supported by all peace-loving nations — and 
explained that a just peace can be achieved only through total 
Israeli withdrawal from the occupied Arab territories, including 
Jerusalem, and the recognition of the Palestinian people's right to 
self determination. 

Jordan's attitude stems from a national Arab stand and its 
proximity to the seat of the problem, 

In view of Israel's evD designs and ambitions and its flouting of 
international values and U.N. principles and resolutions, we call 
on the world organisation to impose sanctions on Israel and 
isolate it from the rest of the world to avert further dangers, and in 
{ an effort to bring about peace.

Syrian in Amman to promote 
idea , of engineers’ federation 


In an effort to implement this 
concept of Islamic charity, tbe 
Isl ami c Chariry Centre has built 
and equipped a 325-bed charity 
hospital, the first of its scope and 
concept in the Middle East. 

The hospital, situated next to 
the AhJi Hospital in Abdali, is 
intended to equal the King Hus- 
sein Medical Centre and Jordan 
University Hospital in quality and 
equipment. Dr. Adnan Jaljouli, 
director of the hospital, told the 
Jordan Times. 

Its main aim is to provide med- 
ical care for those who cannot 
afford it. The Islamic Charity 
Hospital, explains Dr. Jaljouli, “is 
a practical way of implementing 
the Islamic thoughts by which we 
intend to help the poor and their 
medical treatment. 

“We intend to charge the peo- 
ple who can afford to pay, and to 
treat the needy for free — in whole 
or in part. Each case will be looked' 
into by a trust which will receive 
the applications of the poor and 
deride how much they sbould pay 
the hospital out of the total fees.” 

The charity administration will 
therefore be totally separate from 
the hospital administration. 

The hospital's finances will be 
mainly derived from three 
sources: The patients' fees, pri- 
vate donations, and a special fund 
that has already been established 
and should produce enough 
money to help the hospital run on 
its own. 

The idea of establishing such a 
charity hospital was first put for- 
ward by the medical members of 
the Islamic Charity Centre as early 
as 1 965. The actual building of the 
hospital, however, did not get

Amman woman 
slain by lover 


AMMAN, July 26 (JT) - A 25- 
year-old woman in Ashrafiyeh 
district was killed yesterday by 
one of her two lovers, who later 
admitted the motive was jealousy. 

According to a police spokes- 
man in Amman , the Ashrafiyeh 
police station was informed about 
the crime early in the morning by 
the victim's neighbours, who had 
found tbe woman, identified only 
as lying on the floor in a 

pool of blood. 

A man whom the police were 
told was the victim's husband was 
detained for questioning, but 
admitted that he was not her hus- 
band, but a lover. He also 
informed the police about the 
existence of another lover who, he 
said, might have killed the woman. 

Further police inquiries led to 
the arrest of the other lover, who 
promptly admitted the murder. 
His motive, he said, was revenge 
upon being shocked at the dis- 
covery that sbe bad another lover. 


under way until 1970. It will not 
open until the end of this year or 
the beginning of the next. 

The main drawback all along 
has been financial support. “We 
need to cover the budget of the 
first six months before we can 
_open it," Dr. Jaljouli said. 

Besides helping the poor and 
needy, the hospital is also meant 
to fill serious gaps in Jordanian 
medical care. The private sector 
does not have a well -equipped 
hospital to deal with serious cases. 
Private patients have only the 
choice between the Jordan Uni- 
versity Hospital (if they can afford 
it), or the King Hussein Medical 
Centre, if they are related to a 
member of the Armed Forces. 
Another important function of the 
hospital. Dr. Jaljouli hopes, will 
be to ‘’cooperate with the Ministry 
of Health and the Faculty of 
Medicine. Being affiliated with 
them, we shall be able to help in 
the teaching of undergraduates 
and the training of post-graduate 
doctors." 

The Islamic Charity Hospital is 
also to have its own nursing 
school, to be situated behind the 
main building, which will offer a 
three-year diploma in nursing. 
The hospital will thus be assured 
of an adequate supply of nursing 
staff. 

The hospital administration has 
already offered scholarships to 
students in the Ministry of Health, 
nursing school, thus providing 
itself with ten graduates a year. 
Since there is a chronic shortage of 
nursing staff in Jordan, “we 
believe we will thus help the pro- 
fession a great deal," Dr. Jaljouli 
said. 

To make sure it is staffed with 
top experts in each field, the hos- 
pital will work with doctors in 
three categories: those who will 
work full-time; the part-timers 
who will have scheduled hours, 
and private doctors, who can have 
their own patients admitted to the 
hospital to take advantages of 
ancillary services such as nursing, 
laboratory analysis and resident 
care provided by the hospital. 

Other doctors will work at the 
Islamic Charity Hospital under 
the category of Visiting Doctors. 
“We have contacts,” Dr. Jaljouli 
explained, “with tbe medical pro- 
fession both in Jordan and out- 
side; with the Islamic Medical 
Societies in the U.S. and Great 
Britain. Highly specialised doctors 
in certain fields will come and 
work here for one or more 
months, and specific difficult cases 
will be saved for them.” 

One vety important aspect of 
the Islamic Chrarity Hospital's 
work will be its Special Care Baby 
Unit, which is to be the best in the 
country. The only other hospital 
to possess an adequate neonatal

From 3 p.m. to 5:30 he works 
out in sports, or practises music, 
and then has most of the evening 
free to study, talk with friends or 
“walk around with a girlfriend or 
something." he said bashfully with 
a wide grin across his face. 

Mazin has made many friends, 
both boys and girls, but he admits 
to having a “special girlfriend" 
waiting for him. 

“I really have a very tight 
schedule. I like to fit everything 
in,” he said. “Overbrook is a very

good school. It has lots of 
activities. Besides panics and con- 
certs there are sports and music. 
We have a track team, a swimming 
team and a wrestling team. And 
there are a hoys’ and a girls’ 
ensemble, a mixed ensemble, a 
choir and a handbell group." 

Mazin is on all the sporting 
teams, and is also a member of the 
handbell group. As if that were 
not enough, he has managed to 
find time to join the Boy Scouts. 
“There are so many Lhings to do. 
You never yet bored.” he said. 

After two years. Overbrook has 
become a second home for him. 
He is so attached lo the school and 
his friends that he already dreads 
the day when he must leave. 

With one more year left in 
school. Mazin has begun thinking 
about how he can stay in the U.S. 
to work and go to university. 

“I would love to stay in the 
United States and go to university 
there. That’s my aim. Bui 1 don’t 
know how, moneywise. It's very 
expensive," he said. 

Mazin hopes he may qualify for 
a special grant or scholarship from 
any American university. He 
wants io study either law nr mu-ic 
al j school equipped to educate 
the blind. Mazin has studied music 
for 10 years, and would like 
further to develop his talents. 

Although he would be delighted 
to live buck in Jordan after fin- 
ishing high school, instead of just 
visiting here during summer vac- 
ations. Mazin is concerned about 
the quality of higher educat’d m 
here for the blind. 

“I would have a lot of dif- 
ficulties in my studies if I stayed 
here," he said, “i’m not aware of 
any special programmes or 
facilities in universities here for 
the blind. 

“There aren't enough books for 
the blind, and there aren't any 
records or tapes. I'm used to the 
States, so it would be really hard 
for me to come study here.” 

Mazin hopes some arrange- 
ments can be made to enable him 
to stay and study in the U.S. And 
he is grateful to Prince Ra’d for 
making il possible for him to 
experience education in the 
United States. Mazin would like to 
sec other enthusiastic blind Jor- 
danian students follow in his foot- 
steps.

When the ace of 
spades felled the king, 
declarer was able to cash out 
two long spades. He discard- 
ed two diamonds and a club 
from his hand. 

Declarer now had six 
tricks, and it would seem 
that he could establish a 
seventh by leading a club and 
forcing out the ace. But 
watch what happens when 
West takes the ace of clubs 
and runs his three diamond 
tricks. West comes down to 
the ten of clubs and a heart, 
while East bolds the ace- 
queen of hearts.

A lot of hard work for very 
little, for if North had bid 
two spades instead of- passing 
one no trump, he would have 
had no problem in coming to 
eight tricks as the cards lie.

ROWING: East Germany dominated the women's finals in the 
Olympic rowing regatta today, winning four gold medals, a silver 
and a bronze in six events. The Soviet Union picked up five 
medals, including u gold in double sculls, three silvers and a 
bronze. 

Romania's Sanda Toma won the single sculls and her team- 
mates finished third in two events. Poland won a silver medal and 
Bulgaria two bronze. 

None of the four Western entries made any serious challenge to 
the East Europeans. The Netherlands coxed four finished sixth 
and last, the Australian coxed four were fifth and last, and the 
British eight were also fifth and last. 

Britain's Beryl Mitchell finished fifth in the single sculls, just 
ahead of a Polish aiwer in lust place. 

Four sets of twins will be competing in the Olympic rowing 
finals tomorrow. Bcrnd and Jorg Lanvoigt of East Germany are 
favourites to take the gold in the pair without cox. the event they 
won at the Montreal Olympics in 1976. 

Competing against them will be the Soviet twins. Yury and 
Nikolay Pimenov, the silver medal winners in the last world 
championships. 

Roland and Peter Stocker arc competing for Switzerland in the 
four wirhout cox evert. 

EQUESTRIAN : The cross-country section of the Olympic 

equestrian three-day event unexpectedly left Italy and the Soviet 
Union in the lead today with the elimination of the previously 
. dominant Polish team. 

Federico Euro Roman, captain of the Italian team on Ros- 
sinamp was placed first with only 48.8 faults over the 30- 
kilomctre course, giving him a good chance for the individual gold 
after tomorrow's showjumping. 

Soviet Alexander Blinov was second in individual placings. with 
compatriot Yuri Salnikov third. Their performance put the Soviet 
Union top in team placings. 

The Poles dropped out as a team when their four riders failed to 
complete the course. Under competition rules, three riders must 
finish for the team to rank in overall standings.

Europe by winning the womens*' javelin gold medal on the second 
day of the Olympic athletics programme yesterday. 

Colon, the 22-year-old pan- American games champion, won 
the event in the same stadium in the spanakiad meeting here a 
year ago. but few outside Cuba hud seen her us a real threat to the 
all-conquering javelin stars of the Soviet Union and East Ger- 
many. 

There was no stopping the Cuban girl after her opening throw 
of 68.40 metres. It went way beyond the Olympic record of 66.66 
set by East German Ute Richter in Thursday's qualifying com- 
petition. 

The best (he East Europeans managed was a silver medal for 
Russian Saida Gunba. who managed 67.76 metres, and a bronze 
for East German Ute Hommola. who threw 66.56. 

(JYMN ASTICS: A Romanian official said yesterday that the 
country's gymnastics star Nadia Comaneci had been deprived of a 
gold medal by a conspiracy among some of the Eastern bloc 
judges. Bela Karoly. gymnastics team coach, told reporters that 
••you cannot expect anything else" in the Soviet Union. 

The Romanian coach, in turn, was accused of "unsport- 
smanlike" behaviour by an official of the International Gym- 
nastics Federation who said the Romanian coach had tried to 
influence the judging when Comaneci lost her Olympic individual 
title Thursday night. 

"He ucts unfairly and uses unsportsmanlike methods." she said. 
"He had no right to talk to the judges." 

Comaneci. 1 8, shared the silver medal after the Romanian chief 
judge hud tried unsuccessfully to persuade the others to change 
their murks for the final routine. She complained that they had 
penalised Comaneci too harshly for a mistake she made on the 
beam. 

But after a row lasting about half an hour among the judges, 
who included a Russian, a Pole, a Czechoslovak and a Bulgarian, 
federation officials ruled that the votes should stand. The Russian 
and Polish judges gave Comaneci the lowest marks. 

The row . which provoked shouts and catcalls from Comaneci's 
supporters in the Palace of Sports, spread yesterday to Romania 
where the press claimed that Comaneci had been defrauded of her 
title. 

The trouble began when Maria Simionescue, the head of the 
panel of judges — changed for each exercise—refused to enter into 
the official computer the marks awarded by the other judges. 
"She tried to get a better mark for her. she wanted the other 
judges to alter their marks." 

The judges refused and in the end ordered the Romanian to 
press the button which enters the marks into the computer system. 

An overall murk of 9.95 would have given ComanecUhe gold 
medal. She was given an average of 9.85. which put herjn joint 
second place with East Germany's Maxi Gnauck. The gold medal 
went to Russia's Yelena Davydova, a tiny, 18-year-old student 
competing in the Olympics for the first time.

"Giving up its attempts to 
camouflage the obvious... the 
United States is openly preparing 
to intensify its intervention against 


democratic Afghanistan.” Tass 
said. 

It said that “clearly at the bid- 
ding of the White House... The 
‘U.S. press has embarked on a 
lively debate over the alleged 
•'insufficiency” of equipment 
available to the bandit gangs 
operating in the territory of 
Afghanistan." 

Such press stories. Tass said, are 
•‘designed to assure prop- 
agandist^ preparation" for step- 
ping up arms deliveries to the 
rebels. 

Meanwhile, a number of 
Afghan guerrilla groups operating 
in Logar province, south of Kabul. 


have joined into one unit and been 
involved in heavy clashes with 
Soviet forces, diplomatic sources 
in New Delhi said yesrerday. 

Soviet MIG jets and helicopter, 
gunships have been keeping up a 
high level of activity and were seen 
leaving Kabul for Logar and the 
Gahzni region, the sources said. 

Heavy clashes were reported 
from the village of Kinjak at a 
small pass about 35 kilometres 
south of Kabul off the main road 
to Logar. 

There were unconfirmed 
reports of a rebel attack on the 
.Afghan army garrison at Ghazni, 
the sources said. 


U.S. ends military, economic aid 
as part of Bolivian condemnation 


LA PAZ, July 26 (Agencies) -- 
Bolivia's military government 
held an emergency cabinet meet- 
ing to discuss the Organisation of 
American States' (OAS) unpre- 
cedented condemnation of the 
coup which toppled constitutional 
president Lidia Gueiler. 

Army commander Luis Garcia 
Meza, appointed president by 
navy and air force officers after 
the July 17 revolt, last night can- 
celled a planned press conference 
after the OAS voted 16-3 to 
“deplore the military coup." 

In Washington, U.S. Secretary 
of State Edmund Muskie 
announced the United States was 
ending economic and military assi- ' 
stance to Bolivia and recalling its 
ambassador. 

Mr. Muskie said the U.S. 
embassy in La Paz would be cut 
back and the U.S. military advis- 
ory group withdrawn. 

“The United States cannot sup- 
port this attempt to thwart the will 
of the people of Bolivia,” he said 
of the military takeover. 

“Their journey toward stable 
democratic rule had not been an 
easy way. But the people had 


demonstrated their eagerness to 
follow that path. We condemn this 
attempt to force them to turn 
back." 

Mr. Muskie refused to take 
questions from reporters. 

The moves announced by Mr. 
Muskie accelerate the administ- 
ration's campaign against the new 
military regime. 

Ambassador Marvin Weissman 
was recalled earlier in the week 
and all U.S. military assistance 


terminated. 

“We are deeply concerned over 
ihe coup in Bolivia and sub- 
sequent developments there." Mr. 
Muskie said. 

As. resistance in the southern 
mining districts appeared to 
crumble, the Roman Catholic 
church asked the government to 
allow a church commission to visit 
the tin-producing areas and 
supervise the lifting of the military 
siege. 


WASHINGTON. July 26 { Auencies) — Attorney General Benjamin 
Civiietti said vesterday that he had a chat with President Carter more 
than a month ago about his brother Billy’s controversial dealings with 
Libyan aovemment. 

Mr. Civiietti added that the talk had taken place on June 17. That 
was a week before Mr. Billy Carter acknowledged he had been given 
j la rue loan by Libyan officials and long before he registered on July 
14 as a Libyan auent in compliance with a U.S. law that requires 
anyone acting in the United States for other countries to register as a 
foreign a sent. 

The Justice Department later decided that there were no grounds 
to prosecute Mr. Billy Carter. Critics have asked whether the pres- 
ident's brother might have been tipped off about the probe so he 
could register to prevent prosecution.

WASHINGTON, July 26 l AP) - 
The U.S. House of Rep- 
resentatives' intelligence com- 
mittee voted yesterday for legis- 
lation ordering jail terms for 
Americans who try to harm U.S. 
spy efforts by publicly naming sec- 
ret agents. 

The panel easily overcame the 
objections of congressmen who 
complained that the bill would 
cover journalists or anyone else 
who disclosed an agent’s name 
after learning it from unclassified 
documents or any other source. 

The bill was requested by CIA 
and FBI officials who have said 
the threat of agent and informant 
exposure has endangered lives 
and hurt operations vital to 
national security. 

There had been little quarrel 
about provisions calling for jaO 
terms up to ten years and fines up 
to $50,000 for anyone using his 
formal access to classified secrets 
in order to leak information ide- 
ntifying secret agents or sources. 


The intelligence committee bill 
also would order a jail term of up 
to three years and a fine up to 
SI 5,000 for anyone who iden- 
tified an agent, no matter how that 
person found out. as long as be 
acted “with the intent to impair or 
impede the foreign intelligence 
activities of the United States.” 

Tile legislation was said to have 
been prompted by the recent dis- 
closure of alleged U.S. spies 
operating in Jamaica by a 
Washington-based magazine 
which focuses on CIA operations 
overseas.

BILBAO, Spain, July 26 (AP) --

tons of plastic explosives yes- 
terday included both left and right 
wing groups. 

Police first said the theft- 
appeared to be the work of ETA. 
the Basque Marxist separatist 
organisation blamed for more 
than 50 political assassinations 
this year. 

However, a telephone call to 
the San Sebastian newspaper Egin 
last night by a man who identified 
himself as an ETA spokesman, 
said the separatist organisation 
had nothing to do with the theft at 
Soto de la Marina village in San- 
tander province, 96 kilometres 
west of Bilbao. 


Four of the seven commandos 
who broke into the village 
magazine, were dressed as para- 
military civil guards. Expreme 
right-wing groups fighting ETA 
have been active in terrorist 
bombings in northern Spain in the 
past few days. 

The so-called “Triple A" right- 
ist group took responsibility for 
the attack that destroyed the 
Lemonu town hall in Vizcaya pro- 
vince last Sunday. There were no 
victims but damage to the building 
was estimated at about $700,000. 

Experts said the explosives sto- 
len at Soto de ia Marina magazine 
would be enough to blow up the 
whole town of Bilbao. 

A mass hunt for the explosives 
and the thieves has so far proved 
fruitless. 


Police interview ballet company 
in ‘Murder at the Met 5 mystery 


NEW YORK. July 26 (AP) - While police 
pressed on with their search for a suspect in the 
opera house murder of violinist Helen Hagnes 
Mintiks, the city's chief medical examiner 
reported the woman was alive when she was 
hurled down an air shaft to her death during a 
performance of the Berlin Ballet. 

“The cause of death was multiple fractures to 
the skull, ribs and bones of the lower extremities," 
said Dr. Elliot Gross after an autopsy of the 30- 
vear -old freelance musician. "The skull fractures 
and other fatal injuries were the result of the fall 
from the roof to the ledge." 

Mrs. Mintiks* bound and naked body was found 
on a ledge in an air duct between the third and 
fourth floors of the Metropolitan Opera House 
on Thursday morning. She “may have been, 
unconscious" before she fell 18 metres from the 
duct's rooftop opening. Dr. Gross’s report said. 

The victim's shoes were found on the roof near 
the opening of the duct, and her clothes were 
found “near the body," police said yesterday. 
Police were tight-lipped about what article of clo- 
thing was used to bind and gag her, suggesting it 
could provide a lead to the killer. 

There was “no apparent sexual assault" a police 
spokesman said. 

The Canadian-born freelance violinist had dis- 
appeared around 9 p m. on Wednesday evening 
during an intermission of a Berlin Ballet prog- 
ramme. Her body was found 1 1 hours later. 

Police faced the task of interviewing some 250 
people who were working in the theatre during the 


performance, including 1 16 members of the ballet 
troupe scheduled to leave Sunday for Washington 
after a two-week appearance in New York. 

Homicide detectives said they believe the killer 
was familiar with the labyrinthine layout of the 
opera house's backstage areas. They said they 
believe the murderer had thorough knowledge of 
the building's behind-the-soene construction, 
since the spot in the air intake system where the 
body was dumped was “rather remote.” 

A Met spokesman reported that there were 
more than 40 staircases and fire stairwells and 19 
elevators that could have led to the rooftop. 

The police had ruled out as suspects Mrs. Min- 
tiks’ husband, who reported her missing Wed- 
nesday night, and ballet star Valery Panov, whom 
the dead woman was reportedly going to visit in 
his dressing room when she was last seen. 

The emigre Russian ballet star said Mrs. Min- 
tiks did not appear at the dressing room, and he 
did not know her. A police spokesman said the 
victim may have been planning to discuss with Mr. 
Panov the possibility of getting a job for her hus- 
band, a sculptor, as a designer of stage sets. 

Security at the Met was tightened amid com- 
plaints that identification cards to get backstage 
were rarely checked. 

Mrs. Mintiks, the daughter of Finnish parents, 
studied at the Juiiliard School and with virtuoso 
violinist Nathan Milstein. She was considered a 
rop-flight freelance musician and played with such 
conductors as Leopold Stokowski and Erich 
Lemsdorf.
